When Martha Ellen Truman's 
ion made the headlines by flying 
In bad weather in order to spend 
holidays with his mother, he was 
in fact, continuing a traition of 
iwrental devotion first establish- 
ed by Oeorge Washington. 

Washington made a similar, ifi 
not as spectacular, visit to see 
bis mother. While en route to 
take part in his inauguration 
ceremo n ies in New York City, oat 
first Prei^dent made a point of 
itopping off at Perry Farm, the 
ftmily homestead at Fredericks- 
iHUV. Va., to spend time with his 
mMitr. Mary Bell Waslihigton. 

Washington's thoughtf ulness in 
taking time to see his nuMiier oc 
ffaii^ oorasion was e^oecially for- 
tunate since ft proved to be the 
last time he saw her alive. 

The fir^ mother to realize the 
ambition .of actually saing her 
CQO inawnjrated was Ella BaJHau 
Oarfidk!, a widow who raised four 
children. President Garfield was, 
anx)rding to one biographer, "the 
most affectionate and devoted of 
sods".

The teacher, Mary Towles Eas- 
sesn, codducted special exercise- 
in her Henderson, Ky. school 
room which included recitations 
aa the subject of mother givsr 
before the children's parents. 

In 1890 Miss Sasseen was suc- 
cessful in having lier idea intro- 
duced into school of Springfield 
Ohio. However, it wasn't until 
1908 that the lea caught on na- 
tionally, and then tiu-oagh the 
efforts of Anna M. Jarvis, of Phil- 
adelphia. 

Two years earUer, on the an- 
niversary erf her mother's death 
Miss Jarvis had invited a few 
friends to spend the day w^th her 
to shart reminlsceenes. The f3l- 
lowing year church servces in 
Mrs. Jarvis' mesnory were con- 
ducted at the Andrews Methcdist :

Miss Jarvis then brought her 
idea to the attention of church 
people in her home city, Phila- 
delphia, and from there it was 
adopted by other sections of tht^ 
country. In 1914 President Wlson 
signed a Congressional Resolu- 
tion setting aside the second Sun 
day in May as Mother's Day and 
authorized Federal display of the 
flag. In time tlie idea spread to 
43 countries. 

The 33rd national observance 
of Mother's Day, May 11, wii! find 
iiQthers tiiroughrut the nat'.on 
iinored by church and civic 
group and by their sons and dau- ' 
ghters pe-.sonally withr gifts and 
Mother's Day greeting cards.

were remarkably like Texans. 

"They concede that their men and horses 
are bigger, their women a little prettier, than 
any others in Russia. They believe they can 
fight, drink, ride, sing and make love better 
than anybody else in the world, and if pressed 
will admit it. . . . TTjey believe they won the 
war, with little help from the rest of 9^%<ii 
and none worth mentioning from the outside 
world.

Soviet Union. His trip to the Ukraine was 

as a member of an UNRRA Mission.

Amongst the conclusions which Mr. Fischer draws in this book are: 
( 1 ) It is reasonable to assume that the pri- 
mary reasons lor Russia's preparations for 
war is a fear ol attack from abroad; (2) 
Because we cannot be nue this is so, and 
Russia may be out to conquer the world for 
Conununism, we must adopt s working 
hypothesis that will cover both possibili- 
ties; (3) In other words, we must follow 
a line ojf action which will keep us strong 

against possible attack, but at the tame time we must follow a line 

which will prove to the Russians that they have nothing to fear from 

us; and (4) This will not be as hard as it seems, because the same meas- 
ures needed to keep us strong may also serve, over the course of years, 

to wipe out Soviet misgivings.

Norfolk's City Manager, G. A. 
Harrell, spaiklng at an annual 
dinner meeting of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce on 
Friday Bvening, described the 
qualifications public officials 
should possess if they are to re- 
ma^ in office. 

Characterising intellectual and 
moral honesty as a primary re- 
quirement of any public official, 
Harrell said that any man hold- 
ing such an office ^should- be hon- 
est enough to tell the people ex- 
actly what he is doing and to give 
them factual information concer- 
ning both sides of any issue. , 

Competency, according to Har- 
rell, is the next prerequisite of a 
puslio official in order of import- 
aacst '"Miiin is m> exeueft" ^le 
said, "for a pitftlic official not to 
know his Job, or to be incapable 
of carrying it out." 

'The public official should be 
alert to changing conditions."' he 
continued. "He should plan ahead 
and look forward to a growing 
and expanding town." 

A good public official must be 
responsive to the will and desires 
of tlie people in his community 
and must have 3 sense of social 
values and financial acumen. 

Returning to his opening theme 
Harrell said, "public officials 
ought to be called upon to tell 
the people what is being done. 
And if the people don'e enquire, 
they are equally respoiudble."

Throuoh proper cropping and fnlarglno an ordinary tnapahot can bo 
mad* Into an appoalino, wtll compoacd picture 



EVERTONB reallies, I beUeve, 
tbat an enlargement is more 
ImpreaalTO and more effective than 
a contact print. Whatever beauty or 
Intereit tbere may be In a amall 
negative la brought out and empba- 
■laed. but merely making a print of 
greater site la not tbe only advan- 
tage of enlarging. Far trom it. 
Enlarging provides a tremendoua 
degree of pictorial control and is an 
aid to more pleasing composition. 

Furthermore, by varioua stepa 
known as masking, dodging, print- 
ing In, an^ others, It is even possible 
to make a good enlarged picture 
(rdm a snapshot that's Just barely 
satisfactory. Let me give you an 
outstanding example. A camera hob- 
byist whom I know had been out 
making pictures of his two young- 
sters, but the results of the after- 
noon didn't live up to his expecta- 
tions. Some of tbe shots were made 
as his little girl and boy were walk- 
ing along a pier, and, as far as the 
figures were concerned, tbe snap- 
shots were quite good. But along 
the sides of the dock were rows of 
dark pilings. Being heavier In tone, 
the eye was naturally led to those 
distracting objects, making It diffi- 
cult to keep one's attention on tbe 
essential theme of the picture. 

A very simple method, however, 
considerably Improved one of these 
snapshots. Superfluous space and 
details were masked off in enlarg- 



ing, aa shown In oar Illustration^ 
and tbe real picture emerged— an 
attractive, appealing shot of a little 
girl and boy walking hand in band. 

And don't forget that such pic- 
tnrea are tbe kind tbat those In the 
Service like to receive frequently. 

Try the same method wHh yonr 
anapshota. It'a often a startling revef 
lation to go through a pile of ^qt^ 
tact prints, and find really wortb- 
wbile pictures within pictures. Just 
by nrfasking off tbe surplus parts. 

I apoke above about "dodging." 
This la a control process used In 
enlarging, whereby you can darken 
some parts of a picture, and lighten 
other parts, to obtain a more satis- 
factory effect. Dodging is also useful 
when tbere are details in the nega- 
tive which cannot be made to show 
in a contact print. Shadow portions 
can be held back, and brightly 
lighted areas printed deeply so ail 
details that were present in the 
negative will be printed on the en- 
larging paper. "■ - 

Many amateurs, of course, do not 
have enlarging equipment, but it a 
pbotoflnlsber regularly makes your 
enlargements, you can still take ad- 
vantage of certain control methods. 
For example, you can take a con- 
tact print, outline Just the part you 
wish to appear in tbe enlargement, 
and the finisher will use tbe marked 
print aa a guide when tbe enlarge- 
ment" is made.
